Dangers for High School Players 
In college these chances are about 
halved. The college player has mort*

equipment and is a little more 
wary. That is why I think football 
should be prohibited for Highschool 
students until at least the senior 
year. 
These statements are made on 
the basts of a nationwide clipping 
service that I began to subscribe to 
last September.

I have records of 23 deaths last 
vear from football injuries—one in 
college 14 in High school and eight 
on sandlots. 
The coaches don’t like these ftg- 
, tires. One of them wrote a very 
I sarcastic article about mc last year. 
The next day one o! the players on 
his team was killed by injury dur­ 
ing the game. When Interviewed, 
the coach said that such things con­ 
stituted only a small percentage 
considering how many players of 
football there were in the country. 
That should have been a great 
comfort to the dead boy's parents. 
But the coaches ought to be care­ 
ful themselves. There is consider­ 
able occupational hazard to being 
a football coach. 
Two last year 
died of heart failure during the 
game; these were those fellows who 
had built up such a fine physique 
through a lifetime of athletics. We 
all hear football is so good for the 
health. 
I have a record of ll coaches who 
( suffered injuries as serious as bro­ 
ken bones, or worse, while teaching

phasized, drinking his beer as copi­ 
ously as the rest, were the paths 
their forefathers had trod, the se­ 
cret short cuts across hill and val­ 
ley, the ways by which the local 
mail could escape or intercept while 
the armed stranger tramped along 
the higuroads. All of which failed 
to carry much weight with the Ox­ 
fordshire men of 1919, 
many 
of 
whom, as armed rtrangers, 
had 
tramped the 
highroads 
of 
other 
countries. They obviously regarded 
the parson as an oddity, but being 
country people they knew that men, 
like trees 
and 
unlike 
suburban 
houses, 
were 
never 
exactly the 
same. and this idea of unsameness 
I as tilt pattern of life meant that 
as Bbrtptrd put it) thcy^ didh’t 
think there was anything very odd 
ai anyone being a little odd. 


Several times the parson spoke 
on village greens to small, curious, 
unenthusiastic audiences, most of

Gradually Smith and Paula 
be­ 
gan to piece together Blampied's 
history. Born of a wealthy f*m- 
ill whom he had long ago given up 
no less emphatically than they had 
him, he had originally entered the 
Church as a respectable and sanc­ 
tioned 
form 
of 
eccentricity 
for 
younger sons. Later, even more ec­ 
centrically and with a good deal 
more sincerity, he had served as a 
missionary in the South Seas until 
his employers discovered him to be 
not only heretical, but a bad com­ 
piled of reports. After that he had 
come home to edit a religious mag­ 
azine, resigning only when plung­ 
ing circulation 
led 
to its

weepy , but not depressing—a Dick­ 
ensian, never a Proustian fug. 
Those were the happy days when 1 


Smith began to write. As most real 
writers do, he wrote because he had 
something to say, not because of 
any spccilic ambition to be a writer. 
He turned out countless articles 
and sketches that gave him pleas­ 
ure only because they contained a 
germ of what was in his mind; but 
he was never fully satisfied with 
them 
himself 
and 
consequently 
never more than 
slightly 
disap­ 
pointed when editors promptly re­ 
turned them. He die not grasp that, 
because he was a person of no im­ 
portance, nobody wanted to read 
his opinions at a ll 
Presently, by 
sheer accident, 
he 
wrote 
some­ 
thing that fitted a formula; it was 
promptly accepted and—even more 
important for him at the tim e - 
paid for. 
After he had worked all morning 
he would often set out in the after­ 
noon with Paula on 
a planless ex­ 
cursion decided by 
some 
chance- 
met bus; or sometimes they would 
tramp haphazardly first to the left, 
then to the right, mile after mile, 
searching for books or furniture in 
old gas-lit shops, and returning late 
at night through the narrow defiles 
of the City. 
They liked the City, 
tile city with a capital C, and c.spe­ 
cially at dusk, when all 
the

shops filed with 
men,

curious 
democracy within a plutocracy — 
siik-hatted

He loved to see 
those people, so purposeful and yet 
so gentle, so free and yet so disci­ 
plined, hurrying towards the little

them home to secret suburbs—Be­ 
cause they were so unknown toone 
another, so that bus shuttling all 
day between Putney and Homerton 
gave one a mystical curiosity about 
all the people in Homerton who 
had never seen Putney, and all

Homerton was as strange as—per­ 
haps stranger than—Paris or New 
York. There was something fan­ 
tastic, too, in

NEW 
YORK — Metal 
robots, 
which sit on poles five feet above 
the ground, and protect oil and gas 
pipelines against rust, are joining 
the national effort to ease fuel ra­ 
tioning. 
There may be only’ one robot per 
mile, and it may be a mile from 
the nearest pipe line, but in that 
area no pipe rust forms. 
America has 420.900 miles of oipe 
lines, with more now building to 
rush gasoline and fuel oil to the 
east. National rationing prospects 
appear to depend in part on the ef­ 
ficiency of the lines. In the past 
rust has been a terrific handicap 
in some places. 
The rust boxes, the result 
of IO 
years 
experiments, 
have 
shown 
their efficiency In Texas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi 
and 
northern 
Florida 
for the United Gas Pipe Line corn­ 
ic ny and in Montana for the M ont­ 
ana Power Co. Millions of dollars 
worth of them are 
going 
up 
on 
poles in other parts of the nation to 
protect underground iron and steel. 
They were developed by Engin­ 
eers of Ebasco Eervices Incorporat­ 
ed, 
a 
research 
organization 
of 
Electric 
Bond <V Share 
company 
The Ebasco engineers' report was 
made public today. 
Electrolysis Causes Rust 
A new idea of the cause of rust is 
Hie basis of 
the 
robot. 
Experts 
hitherto have considered rust sim - 
ply by tile textbook definition of 
oxygen reacting with metal. But 
the Ebasco engineers say rust is 
caused by electrolysis, that is. a 
flow’ of electricity, which carries 
particles of metal (tons of metal) 
with it. In proof, they point to pipe 
lines which used to rust: but where 
there has been no particle of rust 
since the robots went to work. 
The 
robots 
merely 
stop 
elec­ 
trolysis, nothing more. In under­ 
ground metal, there is always like­ 
ly to be electrolysis, due to earth 
currents. Always these currents flow 
outward from the metal into the 
earth. 
One ampere of this current will 
cai ry away metal at tile rate of 20 
pounds a jear. In pipelines the 
amperages vary widely, but the rate 
of loss of metal never changes. 
The robots stop all this merely by 
reversing the direction of flow of 
earth currents—so that they go into 
the pipe Instead of out. Each rooot 
Is a metal box about the size of a 
small suitcase. Its interior is a rec­ 
tifier—an apparatus which changes 
alternating into direct current. 
The power lines feed the robots 
Hie standard 
alternating 
current, 
they change it into direct, which is 
the kind of electiicity that flows 
in the earth 
The robot feeds a little of this di­ 
rect current into a mass of iron 
buried in earth near the robot's 
foot. A fine wire runs from the ro­ 
bot directly to the pipeline. Tile re­ 
sult is that currents of electricity 
run through the earth from tile 


mass of iron to the pipeline, and 
! then back to the robot. 
May Substitute For Iron 
The buried iron mass then does 
, the rusting as the current toward 
the pipeline carrier away the metal 
tons. This loss is so rapid that the 
Ebasco engineers are experimenting 
with chemicals to substitute for the 
buried iron. 
If the robot Is close to the pipe- 
i line, the buried iron is a 20-foot 
I length of railroad rail, set vertically, 
all underground. If the robot Is 
mile away, the mass of iron is much 
larger. 
The 
engineers 
say 
the 
robots 
offer a big saving in expenses. Re­ 
conditioning from rust runs from 
$5,000 to $10,000 a mile, while the 
robots cost $1500 to $2000 for the 
same distance for pipes 
8 to 
16 
I inches in diameter.
